W. J. Johnson 

Are the religious creeds of to- 
day living up to the standards 
of Bible requirements? 

Before we can estimate or de- 
termine anything we must first 
have what might be termed a 
“unit of measure” which is a 
standardized rule with which we 
make our estimate. Should we 
desire to estimate the distance 
across a table we would perhaps 
use the foot rule as our unit of 
measure. If we should wish to 
estimate the weight of a grocery 
article we would most likely use 
the pound for the unit of mea- 
sure. 

Now before we can properly 
estimate the authentic doctrine 
of the creed it will first be neces- 
sary for us to apply some stand- 
ard of measurement, 

The unit of measure with 
which we are to. estimate the 
proper standing of the average 
creed of today will be the Bible 
or the Word of God. 

To connect the modern wor- 
shipper with the Bible I will con- 





. fine my discussion to the essen- 


tial factors of the believer and 
the Church to which the believ- 
er belongs. 

Now dear reader, in this day 
and age of the world when thou- 
sands of diverse doctrines are 
compassing sea and land to se- 
cure proselytes it behooves you 
or I or any one else to carefully 
consider ourselves and the man- 


ates s | 
ner of our worship in relation, to 


God’s Word. 

First we are going to consider 
ourselves from the standpoint 
of the believer and second in re- 
lation to the Church. 

Now referring to the believer 
as borne out in God’s Word I am 
going to make three particular 
references to the Bible. 

First we will go to St. Mark 16: 
15-18. where Jesus made the 
plain statement as follows: 
“These signs shall follow them 
that believe: 

(1) Inmy name shall they cast 
.out devils, (2) They shall speak 
with new tongues, (3) They 
‘shall take up serpents, (4) If 
‘they drink any deadly thing it 
shall not/- hurt them, (5) They 
shall lay hands-on: the sick and 
-they shall recover,” 

Second, we will go to St. John

The Baptist Church from 
which so many branches have 
derived was brought together or 
organized under the influence 
and teaching of Roger Williams 
about sixteen hundred years af- 
ter Jesus was crucified. 

Likewise the Methodist 
Church was organized under the 
leadership of the Wesleys. 

The Commonly called Chris- 
tian Church, (nicknamed Camp- 
bellites ) was brought into rec- 
ognition under the leadership of 


| Alexandria Campbell about eigh 


| teen hundred years after Jesus 
went away. 

Practically all other creeds 
have had their organization in a 
similiar way. 

The real. church, though it 
may have been revived or orga- 
nized in recent years, should 
maintain and possess the gifts 
as found in the Bible in 1 Cor. 
12:28 which says, “And God has 
set some in the Church, first a- 
postles, secondarity prophets, 
thirdly teachers, after that mir- 
acles, then gifts of healing, 
helps, governments and diver- 
sity of tongues. 

Which of the many creeds of 
to-day will tolerate their mem- 


miracles, depending solely upon 
God for their health or speaking
